THE CRIPPLES INDUSTRY. 

_ Politicians repairing fences or sav- 
ing the country utter a good deal of 
hokum about public health being & 
prime consideration of govern- 
ment, ete. though in the United 
States of America the almighty dol- 
lar, the symbol of business, is god, and 
being practical business men, we make 
the dollar the prime consideration and 
public health a_ subsidiary thereto. 
Thus one of the minor bureaus of the 
treasury department of our hard boil- 
ed government is the so-called United 
States public health service. This 
great army of medical officers, fully 
200 strong, guards our doors against 
the entrance of cholera, bubonic 
plague, typhus and a few other triflirg 
European and Asiatic nuisances, and 
how well they guard us the clear rec- 
ord shows. Between ships (or trains) 
they investigate health questions in 
industry and give expert advice and 
assistance to employer or employee 
who strives to diminish the prevalence 
of sickness or occupational hazard. 

In a_ recent study of sickness 
among 133,000 industrial employees 
the public health service found: that 
respiratory diseases accounted for 47 
per cent of all the cases of sickness in 
this group in the last five years. 

The significance of this becomes 
greater when you consider that only 
sickness lasting eight days or longer 
was reported, because of the practice 
of mutual benefit associations and sick 
insurance organizations, which allow 
no benefits for the shorter illnesses. 
So that no doubt four out of every 
five cases of the cri do not figure in 
this tabulation. Yet from the stand- 
point of prevention, these shorter or 
milder respiratory diseases are of the 
utmost importance. 

It is the employe who comes to work 
with a “slight cold,” just a touch of 
sore throat, a trifling hoarseness, or 
perhaps a tickling cough, who sows 
the seéd among his or her associates 
and brings down a few of them, at 
any rate, to help swell the absentee 
rate next week,

New York, March 25.—()—Moder- 
ate reactions from an opening advance 
in the cotton market were recovered 
today, prices selling up rather sharply 
in late trading, on reports of unfa- 
vorable weather in the belt and cov- 
ering by early settlers. July, which 
had ensed off from 18.25 to 18.15, ad- 
vanced to 18.32 and closed at 18.30. 
The general market closed very steady 
at net advances of 20 to 20 points. 

The market opened steady at an 
advance of 5 to 11 points on relatively 
steady Liverpool cables and prospects 
of cold rains in the south. Active 
months sold about 13 to 18 points 
net higher in early trading on cov- 
ering, local and New Orleans buying, 
but demand tapered off and prices re- 


ing on a first impression of the re 
port on boll weevil emergence. 

Reconsideration of this report, how- 
ever, led to covering by the mid--day 
sellers, and the market was more ac- 
tive in late trading. May contracts, 
which had sold off from 18.75 to 
18.65, advanced to 18.80, and Octo- 
ber advaneed from 17.44, the low 
point, to 17.70, net gains of about 23 
to 32 points on active positions. Last 
prices were a few points off from the 
best under realizing. 

The bearish first impression of the 
boll weevil report appeared to result 
from a misinterpretation of the fig- 
ures, which some thought represented 
survival of weevil per ton of moss, 
instead of the percentage of emerg- 
ence to March 16.
